Write  plainly,  English,  Holland  or  German 
may  be  used,  for  expressions  or  correspond¬ 
ence. 

PAYING.  Credit  will  be  extended  to  old 
customers,  providing  their  account  is  in  good 
standing. 

All  bills  are  due  August  ist  next,  except 
where  other  agreements  are  made. 

Open  accounts  of  1933  or  before  must  be 
settled  for  by  note  payable  in  1934. 

New  customers,  applying  for  credit,  will 
please  send  paid  seed  bills  of  1932  and  1933 
to  prove  good  standing  elsewhere. 

Orders  for  C.  O.  D.  shipment  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  if  25%  of  the  amount  is  sent  with 
order. 

Money  orders,  bank  checks  or  personal 
checks  will  be  accepted. 

Discounts:  When  cash  is  sent  with  order 
we  allow  10%  discount  on  garden  seeds,  but 
only  5%  on  implements. 

No  discount  after  May  ist. 

Field  seeds,  fertilizers  and  other  items  are 
net  cash,  not  subject  to  discount.  Bags  are 
free. 

Overdue  accounts  will  draw  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent  (6%)  per  annum. 

DELIVERY.  All  orders  will  be  delivered 
free  of  charge  within  a  radius  of  50  miles. 


After  April  ist,  and  continuing  throughout 
the  summer,  we  make  daily  deliveries  to  all 
local  points. 

SHIPPING.  Shipments  can  be  made  by 
freight,  express  or  parcel  post.  If  no  in¬ 
structions  are  given,  we  will  use  our  own 
judgment.  We  will  prepay  shipments  of 
Garden  Seeds  up  to  a  distance  of  150  miles 
from  Chicago.  Field  Seeds,  Gasoline  En¬ 
gines,  Machinery,  Fertilizers  and  all  Imple¬ 
ments  are  quoted  and  shipped  f.  o.  b.  Chi¬ 
cago. 

Be  sure  to  note  condition  of  bags  on  ar¬ 
rival  ;  if  torn,  have  it  marked  on  your  freight 
bill ;  if  spilled  out,  have  the  bags  weighed 
and  weight  also  noted  on  freight  bill,  other¬ 
wise  it  will  be  impossible  to  recover  dam¬ 
ages. 

If  for  any  reason  an  order  or  part  of  an 
order  cannot  be  filled,  we  will  refund  amount 
sent  for  such  order  or  part  of  such  order.
